This is a full and unquestionable confirma. 
tion of what Mr. Gladstone is reported 
recently to havé said in England. No truly 
Britiah man could have needed the assurance, 
however gratifying it may be to us at this 
distance from the seat of power to receive it. 
The glory and prestige of Britain stands 1 
the nobility of her national character, on too 
solid a rock to be easily shaken from the 
line of duty she owes to herself und to those 
germs of ewpire her prowess and civilization 
hare planted o'er the earth. 

Three thousand millions of indebtedness is, 
‘even for & country of great resources, a heary 
burden, requiring more than ontinary man- 
agement to provide against the contingencies 
thet mast arise from such a financial coo- 
dition.

tice and injury follow. ‘The danger which we 
conceive to be threatening our neighbors in 
the States does not arise from the extraordi 
nary high prices which generally prevail so 
much aa from the disparity which legislation 
or natural causes, of, perhaps, both combined, 
tmay produce in the cost of the comma: ne- 
coamaries of life with the pricegf labor and 
fixed incomes. There is unquestionably a 








| great scarcity of animal foud of every deserp- 


tion, arising from the enormously destructive 
process which operated in every way 
during the war. Food-produeing animale 
were destroyed both usefully and wantonly, 
‘and the country haa tees’ thoroughly denu- 
ded of every kind of cattle. The purveyors 
of this kind” of food have resorted to 
Canada to aid their own short supplies nd 
the result has been to carry nearly all\ the 
live stock out of the country, and to cause a 
scarcity in our own meat markets. 

The positive necessity of the government 
has caused the United States to’ im- 
pose heavy duties upon all imports, 
‘and amongst the rest upon cattle, sheep, pigs, 
poultry and all food-yielding animals. A 
‘second. better thought perceived this was 
simply taxing their food, and the regulation 
was rescinded by the fiscal * authorities. 
Congress, however, lias recently taken the 
‘matter into its own hands, and with the most 
stupid. arrogance haa placed all these animals 
‘and their products under duty. Nothisg 
could be more shortaighted or suicidal. 
Besides, it comes too late; for unluckily for 
the people of Canada the country iss 00 de- 
pleted of cattle, sheep, and horses that there 
iw really litte left for home consumption, and 
nothing certainly for exportation. In truth, 
the consequences to us are more than we 
have yet realized; and the American Legis. 
lature could have liandly rendered ua a 
greater service than by the adoption of mea- 
sures which are likely to restrict the demand 
for Canaslinn cattle. Many of our farmers 
have had reason to rejoice at the wants of 
‘our neighbors; but it is by no means clear 
that in the long run this reckless reduction of | 
live stock will be found so profitable as it 
now appears. It looks very like killing the 
groove for the golden eggs. Notwithstanding 
the large amount of provision that the Pro 
vince has been able to supply we perceive 
that prices continue to go up in New York, 
and living extravagantly high. Still every: 
thing looks prosperous there, busines is 
sctive, nobody complains and all are appar- 
ently growing rich under circumstances 
without a parallel ia the world's history.

GREAT ENTHUSIASM t 


Presentation of Address by the 
Corporation. 

His Excellency’s Reply. 

For some days past the good prople of Otta- 
wea have been of the tip-toe of expectation for 
thia important event, True the Governor 
General had graced the Capital with his pres. 
ence ona former occasion, and the second 
visit could uot pethaps, have hem expected to 
excite so lange a degree of interest, as that paid 
‘rhea he might hare been considered « etran- 
rer; bat, nevertheless, our citizens have been 
Tooking forward tothe present event with such 
Pride aud pleasure, as prompted them to re- 
gard the day of His Excellency’s arrival ip 
Ottawa, herein to take up his -permancnt 
bode, usan era in the history of the new me- 
tropolis. Although the Governor Generals 
presence was not to'many of us a novelty, the 
people were as ansious to eee and. grect him 
with al! the fervour of loyal hearts as on hia 
first coming to the Capital. ‘This being the 
general feeling, no failure or dificulty in re- 
gard to the organization of a fitting reception 
of His Rxcellency, was for one moment antici 
pated. All parties vied with each other in 
efforts to secure ademonstration in honour of 
Her Majesty's Representative, which might 
prove gratifying to him, and at the same time 
creditable to the Capital, The Mayor and 
Corporation, who properly undertook the 
work of giving direction and expreasion to the 
popular seatiment in the matter, were worthily 
seconded in their efforts, and had the satisfac- 
tion of witnessing a general compliance with 
their wishes in reference to the reception. 

The Mayor’ programme of proceedings in 
relation to the reception was then, as closely 
as posible, adhered to, The public offices, 
including thowe under the charge of the Gov- 
‘ernment, were closd during the latter half of 
the day, abd the great majority of the stores 
‘and workshops were also ahut up fur the same 
period, thas affording the employes the wished- 
for opportunity of joining in the demonatst- 
tion. 























‘The city was perfectly gay with flags and 
banners fluttering from the windows and 
housetops of the principal baildings in every 
locality, while the crowds of well-dressed per- 
sons promenading in every direction enhanced 
the holiday appearance of the place, 

‘The weather, so fgmporiant an element in 
the success of outdobr undertakings, was not 
‘an influential ally [on the present occasion, 
‘A dull, grey sky, high wind and chilly atmos- 
phere, tried the patience, but could not damp 
the enthusiasm of our citizens when the wel- 
coming of the Governor General was the busi- 
ness in band. the clouds threatened 
rain nove fell during the afternoon, and the 
flying columns of dust held on their way un- 
molested. 

From about three in the afternoon, streams 
of pedestrians were seen wending thelr way 
through the various streets converging on the 
Railway Station, in and around which, by six 
o'clock, upwards of five thousand spectators 
had congregated. ‘They had taken peaceful 
possession of a considerable portion of the 
railway track adjoining the Station, and 
swarmed upon lines of empty freight-cars, and 
roofs of adjacent baildings affording « view of 
the place of reception. 

‘The Railway Station and surroundings were 
decorated in a manner which reflected great 
credit upon the taste and public spirit of M 
T. Reynolds, the popular and enterprising 
Manager of the Prescott and Ottawa Rail- 
youl. The hand-rail, enclosing the plat- 
form at the Station, was decked with ever 
greens, relieved at intervals with stripygof 
anting, upon one of which, in red Ink, shone 
conspicuously the loyal prayer—“ God save 
the Queen,” Evergreens were also carried along, 
the eaves of thi station itel{nd round the ends 
in devices of pleasing effect, Exch end of the 
Station was surmounted by a fine English 
flag. A handsome canopy was erected at 
the end of the Station fronting the 
Ottawa, under which was a dais, ascended by 
two stops, whereon was placed the chair of 
state to be occupied by His Excellency. The 
interior of the canopy was lined with scarlet 
loth with which material the whole north 
end wall of the Station was covered. In the 
centre of the wall, and behind the chair 
was hung @ Desntiful model of the 
Royal Arms worked in colored silk on & 
ground ofrich texture. Abore was suspended 
‘an clogantly framed portrait ot Mer Majesty. 
‘The platform facing this end of the station 
was covered with tapestry and scarlet cloth 
and the dais was also overlaid with the 
latter material ‘The hand-rail facing the 
above end of the station was hung with blue 
anting on which the words" Queen Victoria™ |

Weare pleased to learn that the Depaty 
Heads of the Government Departments have, 
with very laudable consideration for the dif 
ficulties under which the more poorly paid 
‘employees labor in consequence of the en- 
hanced cost of living, reported to the Execu. 
tive Council the propriety of some miti 
ofthe evil. Their recommendation is that 
something shoukl be done upon the same 
Dasis as that recently adopted by the Bank of 
Montreal in regard to the salaries ofits Clerk, 
‘The scheme of the Bank wai a classification 
Of its employees, and the application of a 
ratio of per centage upon the salaries uf each 
clase. This mode, we understahd, is about 
to be seted upon by the government. The 
Deputy Heads, to whom too much praise

Theremanerative prices which 
thie commadity*has brought the grower fur 
the last four or five years bias induced Cana- 
dian farmers to increase their @ocks, and al- 
though a a general thing theseyare yet com: 
paratively amall & very largely enhanced 
growth of wool has been the ‘result, Our 
wookgrowers have, moreover, besides in- 
ereasing the numbers of their sheep,” have 
‘also improved the breed, and thereby the 
qiiality of their wool. Cormparatively with 
those of chier countries our agriculturiate 
eatinot be called sheep-farmers, of, in the 
ul sense, wookgrowars. — Nevertheleas 
product han been respectable, and the 
‘both foreign and domestic has progres 
‘WA with undeviating and meady pace. The 
Anvericans have become large buyers of Ca 
dian wool, and will continue to be so notwith- 
standing the exorbitant duty they have imposed 
‘upon ite importation. Canadian wool is gen- 
‘erally of the longer and coarser kind, adopted 
rather to the worsted trade than for fine yarns, 
‘snd it is for thie purpose that our neighbors 
require it. ‘The American growers have 
‘gone jnto the short wooled sheep becaiuse of 
the floeness of the staple and the high price 
Saxony and Merino fleeces will bring either 
in the American or foreign markets. The 
Leicester and other fong staple breeds are al- 
mort discarded by the farmers in the States, 
while they of their crosses are almost excla- 
ively the breeds to be found in Canada.

These high dates will not affect the wool 
grower nearly so much as the buyers, and, in 
the end, the consumer, who, with very few 
exceptions, is the party ultimately paying 
the duty. Perhape there may result some 
changes in the mode of buying and selling ; 
wuch as more exactness as to quality and 
condition, either of which was very nicely 
scanned when Canadian wool was at eighteen 
and twenty certs. This woukd really be no 
evil t our farmers, who, from habit, have 
taken litle of no trouble about the clennli- 
nese of condition of their wool. In truth, 
there was no inducement to be particular in 
cither rerpeet, since few fleeces were exam: 
ined, and the price fur clean or dirty, tage 
and fleece, fine and coarse, fleece grown or 
Sven, was ever at one dead level. If the 
alteration im the market shoukl take -the 
direction of improvement in those particulars, 
it will be a, most desirable result from the 
inwposition of the American duty. Buyers will 
certainly not want to pay duty upon dirt and 
and filth, im addition to the price of the wool. 
Looking, however, to the prospect which the 
sheepfarmers of Canada have before them, 
we shoukl say that cireumstancesare in every 
way favorable to them. The Americans 
twust import the particular grade whiels is 
produced in the Province; and as for the 
duty, that is un affair which will not greatly, 
if at all, affect the price. Another feature 
which favors the interests of the wool-grower 
ls the increase of woollen fietories in the 
country. Severak of these extablisluments, 
upon a very respectable agale, have sprung, 
‘up within the last two o three years; while 
others of ohler date have grown trom envall 
‘ifairs into mille of considerable importance. 
No country in the World possesses zreater {i 
cilities {or manufacturing wdollens than Ca 
nada. An abundance of mill sites offors any 
amount of motive power ;"the raw material 
can be produced in quantity beyond the de- 
anand of many years to come; aml nothing 
is more wanted than the ereation of a com 
tunity whiel offered the products ofits labor 
in exchange for those of the agriculturiat 
Above all thingy,if it be possible, let ue create 
‘home market. So sensible of the importance 
of this were the farmers éf a certain village 
in the States, where water-jower was running 
to waste, that they clubbed together, built a 
wollen factory which employed over two hum 
dred hands and cfeatel s home market not 
oly fur their wool Lut fot everything else they 
had to sell, Nor was this all, for they made 
a dividend of twenty percent. In two. years 
another mill weat up in the same village and 
the two brought the farmer a thousand new 
customers. We would fay tothe Canadian 
farmer “go and do likewise.”

Ifa question upon any matter 
le of sufficient magnitude to cause a war be- 
tween two great nations, it certainly cannot 
ecalled insignifleant. However tciling the 
cause which is known to contain the germa of 
‘4 great and probable result, the insignificance 
0 longer exists; the "probability and 
the knowledge has changed its character, and 
ite treatment and disposal becomes of the ut 
most importance.

‘The suburbs of St, Rock's, in Quebec, was 
the scene of a very destructive fire on Tuestlay 


night last. Ax is too frequently the case, the 
low has again fallen upon the poorest class 
of the population. About 8) o'clock the alarm 
was given, when the flames were found breake 
ing out io a small wooden building in St 
Francois street, ou the north side of the old 
burying ground. ‘The devouring clement was 
surrounded'on all sides by the most suitable 
food for « great sonflagration, the heat of the 
weather having left everything in a dry and 
casily inflammable condition. All over the 
ground, in rear of the house, large quantities 
‘of lumber were piled, to which the flames soon 
communicated. “The houses in the neighbor- 
hhood were small wooden tenements of a single 
story, but with sheds or verandals in roar 
‘Therw was, however, the usual delay in getting 
the supply of water, which was, unluckily, 
turned off from St. Rochs at the time, and in- 
deed the principal datage was done before the 
water came on, ‘The south side of St, Fran- 
cols street, the bailding in the lumber yard, 
with its dependencies, and a qaantity of fooxe 
lumber were destroyed. On the north side of 
St, Francois strect some nine buildings were 
destroyed, besides a number of small sheds and 
carriages in the rear,on the south side of King 
street.

of officers of the U. 8. army and navy, that 
im the Valparaiso bombantment judgment 
ought to have been suspended until all sides 
of the sory could have been heard. No 
Joubt, a great deal of virtuous indignation 
been felt aod expressed against the sup 
indifference of the British Adwiral ; 
it should te remembered thet England, 
the first, has desired to remain neutral ; 
thece is no doubt that could she have 
- foreseen or believed it possible that ever Spain 
‘would have proceeded to such atrocious 
tremities as the wanton destruction of a de- 
fenseless city like Valparaiso, the tone of her 
neutrality would have been # modified as to 
prevent it. The interests of her subjects in 
the city; the interests of humanity, would 
have indicated such policy. A little 
patience, however, and we may soon learn 
that thie outrageous violation of humanity 
‘has been precipitated by some cause tot hith- 
‘erto Known tous. But there is no cause 
which ean ever justify Spain 
the world for such m course. As to the blame 
‘of nomintervention against the British adiniral, 
from Commodore Rogers, it is not worth a 
thought, and this is the opinion entertained 
bby the thoughtful portion of his own country- 
wen. When we hear a man talking of fight 
~ ing; and in s few minutes utterly destroying a 
forty gun ironclad with four guns, on the 
tame element, the conviction is forced upon 
‘our minds, that if he in not mad. he ia an in- 
‘ordinate braggart, whose words, though full 
of sound and fary, signify nothing. 
= The Globe says: “Commodore Rogers is 
too great a ‘beng’ even for the American pa. 
pers, and we find them ridiculing him sluarply 
for hin boasting of what be could have done 
‘at Valparaiso. His ironclad, the Monadnoc, 
was rated four guns, and the Spanish iron- 
clad, Numancia, forty guns. Nevertheless, 
the Commadore was absolutels certain, that, 
in not leas than thirty minutes, the Monad- 
noc, without aahistance, would have left only 
the masthead of the Numancia abore water ! 
How very brave and very aceurate. Yet the 
Commoddre uid nothing, and writes home, 
al. Possibly, the latter was too cautious 
but we can well understand the difficulty 
which « rational man would have in cooper: 
sting with uch a wild Uraggart ax Commo 
dore Rogers. An ondinary mortal could never 
be mure that he understood the purposes of 
uch a crazy genius, and might find himselt 
* involved in a scrape by joming him. fi may 
turn out that the destruction of Valparaiso is 
+ due ta the unfortunate circumstance that the 
American Government was represente! there 
by anavaloficer of the Wilkes stripe. Ac-

At present, it true, our manufkcturing 
industry ia in ite infancy, but it ia healthy, 
lusty and of viaibledaily growth—aot visible 
it in true to the great mass, nor even, perhape 
to many uf those whoe momentous duty it ix 
tw foster, and by lagialative enactments ant 
otherwine, promote its Rij developement. In- 
deed we baveotien been pRned ty hear people 
whowe duty it is to know better, talk aa it they 
ignore the manufacturing resources and cw 
pabilites of Canada altogrter; and who be- 


manatactures. For,the benefit of such we 
call attention to few fucte which inay serve 


abject. OF the products of the fret 
we have enough £0 supply the mar 
kets of the world with wooden wares 
fur an indefinite period. Our woods, too, 
have alreddy acquired a reputation which is 
not likely to be disputed. It will be remem 
ered that at the several international exhi- 
bitions, the specimens from Canada were 
universally admired. ‘Their strength and 
durabiljty alao have been tested, and a cow 
migwion was sent from Lloyd's to investigate 
the *pecimens on exhibition at the erystal 
palace; the result of which was, that » num- 
bor of tne varietion were added to their list 
for shipbuilding purpses, aod secure the 
highest standard in their registration ; amd it 
‘our statesmen hail turned their attentive to 
this branch of commerce some yeary ago, it 
would today be in a more dounshing coudi- 
tion, 

Shipbuilding is one of the ollest branches 
of industry established in Canada, having 
been “pretty brink” im 1715, Prom 1791 
tw 1861, there were built in Quebec 359 ships, 
tonnage, 116,366. Recently, Whips have teen 
baile in Quebec of 1,400 and 1,500 tons ; and, 
with facilities-to say the leaat-equal to thome 
of any other country, we see no reason why a 
great increase ia the trade should not take 
place, and ship yards flourish trom Lake Su: 
ferior to the ceean, The Lake district 
‘have haul some experience ia the business, and 
now that cargoes ean go through to the 
ocean without breaking bull, and manufac: 
tories are growing up in all parte of the 
country, ready to produce commodities for 
foreign markets as won as the preliminaries 
can Le arranged, ships mast be forthcoming 
to supply the demand, and they ean be built 
nowhere else so cheaply as at home. OF 
manufactured timber we have shipped large 
quantities to South America, the West Indies, 
and other countries by way of the States, bat 
that must now be pat an end to, and we must 
have arrangements for doing the busines 
direct. Purnitare, and all kindy of Cabinet 
ware, utensils, and variows articles of wooden 
wares have for some time been exported from 
thie country to England, and the demand ix 
increasing. Hitherto most of the furniture 
ms Leen sent whole, but etapa have now 
been taken to vend it in pieces to be pat to- 
ether when it reaches its destination ; thi- 
the Americans have dune fr years past, and 
have Leen able to andersell the native man: 
facturers in their own markets. Now our 
machinery is ws good as theirs, labor is 
liegle cheaper, the raw material ia better aod 
more plentiful, and our taxation by inom 
parabis lighter, we are progressing, and for 
sume Years past they hate Leen retrograding ;

it, Thie perversity was rematkably maniteet- 
‘ed a month oF soago, when a new scheme ot 
taxation was by the Finance Com 
mittee. In view of the interrat to be paid on 
the debt now jn existence, and the innprove- 
ments requiral, the Commitice in question 
prrinced a schedule of special taxes which 
would have met the requirements, but when 
the matter was sulsmitted to the Board for 
‘consideration, one Councillor propored to cut 
down this particnlar tax, and another Coun- 
cillor that purticular tax, the proceals of the 
scale beeowing by degrees grwiually small 
‘and beautifully less until in ite revised com 
dition, with further pruning here and there, 
it got ita final reading and became law. The 
question of voting supplies to the Committees 
‘was quite a different affair, and from the total 
being, aa it was proper if should be, within the 
income, it swelled out far beyond. This Coun-

money led our Bpper Canata municipalities, 
inva couple of years, into debt. to the tune of 
some exght millions of dollars; and while the 
money was being expeuded—in mavy places 
upon foolish and unproductive works—all 
wenton swimmingly. The process of manu- 
facturing the cash was very simple, Mr. 
Hincks had gut a bill through, establishing « 
‘Municipal Loan Fund, giving the guarantee 
‘of tne Province to the extent of xix millions of 
dollars w each section, and all the munsei- 
palities had to do was to pass By laws, legal: 
izing the issues of debentures, getting the aad 
debentures printed and exchanging them fur 
those of the, Province, wiith latter found 
-tady wale in the Loodon market. How they 
‘went at it to be sure! and how soon the six 
millyne werealeorted! But the next phare was, 
the payment ofthe annual interest and that was 
not quite pleasant. Ove by une the munici- 
palities fell in arrears, and the Goveroment 
had to provide the veeifiul {in under to pre

Fortunately, our enlargex’popujation and the 
sreatly enhanced value of tktable property 
will make the income so much, that either @ 
remission of taxes of a surplus of funds must 
follow. We rather think it would be as welt 
© keep up the rate for thie year, so as lo 
leave means at the disposal of the Corporation 
‘or various needed aineliorations ; and aa our 
people, as a general thing, are enjoying pro 
perous times, few, if'any, will complain of un- 
due pressure. By any and all means, how- 
vor, let us be careful not .to increase the 
debt, unless it be for reproductive improve. 
twents, such as water works and sewerage.

ovous influence. Confeseedly we are no 
lovers of compound appellation. We do not 
affect Mary-Janes, and CharleeJohns; 
preter the simple title of Mary or John, if you 
will—so too have we little reverence for

tive.” Why should we leave off calling « 
spade a spade? Why if we mean toryiam 
should we not call thowe who adhere to it 
tories?’ Are we so enlightened that we are 
afraid of a name, or of the opprobium which 
our enemies choose to attach to it? It aig- 
nifles little what name ® party or an indi 
vidual bears so that it eoavey to the mind the 
principles espoused, and if he ot they are not 
shamed of what is professed, we hoki that it 
is to their honbr that they glory in their con- 
vietions. Tory, fofwoth! And why-not a 
Tory? It is as good a name as Radical or 
Liberal. Te will weigh as much, “you éan 
conjure with it us well,”” and it is fxr more 
cuphonious and emphatic than ite halt 
brother, who i too modish toacknowlelge the 
relationship. Tory, quotha! Why, in the 
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force as law, on the 17th of August next. 


—— 
Thin one of the easiest things in the world 
to find fault; and hence it happeos that dul- 
lands, without a second idea, are prone to dix 
[parage their neighbor who chances to porsess 
‘a litte more mental fertility. For such an 
amount of wits aa we have at our disposal we 
fare thankfal in a double sense ; first, because 
it does not leave us destitute of an apt percep: 
tio to guide us in our professional duties ; 
‘and next, that it relieves us from the neces 
ity of resorting to the depreciation of others, 
in onter to find @ theme—however unworthy 
in ite motive—which our own lack of brains 
‘has made indinpensable. Journalista there 
fare, who, long accustomed to purvey for 
backwoods class of readers, and who never 
attained the instincts which should direct 
‘every pablic writer, very naturally fall into 
‘that slop-basin sort of stuff, village gossip and 
personal calumny. But no man duly respect 
ing himself, and with a proper appreciation ot 
bia calling, will condescend be eternally 
hanting after the holes in’ bis neighbour 
‘coat, and, fading one—or supposing he has— 
hobling it up to public gaze as a matter of 
slorification to himseif. None but a low-bred 
fellow and poor empty fool will do these 
hinge; and yet we frequently find newspapers 
that contaia little original matter which is 
not purely personal. At our advent to Ottw 
wa, we were surprised to find how little of 
real journalism prevailed, and how much of 
‘that which was exactly ite reverse, We were 
struck with he personalities and seurrility 
which formed the staple wares of the city 
Jpurnals, while their political principles were 
‘ouly traceable through their laxity, and the 
lastio mode of their application. In the 
hitherto short career of the Tres, its declar 
ed and detinite principles have been charged 
upon us ae & crime, « something to be sneered 
at, To have a declared policy is less conven- 
fent, we know, than to profess those Indian- 
rubter principles which may be Tory to-day 
fand Radical to-morrow ; it may be more pro 
fitable to have a leg on either side the fence ; 
but our “ Noah's ark" notions lead us to the 
conviction that © sound aod truthful“ Tory- 
iam” is tar more respectable than « sham 
conservatiam, that is ever ready to hoist = 
new fag, oF to sing prrans in favor of the 
‘highest bidder. Toryiam! yes, the term is 
under ban, now ; and conservatives, to 
their shame be it said, shrink from the appel- 
lation their prototypes lt proud to aekn: 
Indge. ‘The good old ery of “Church and 
State,” though somewhat out of fashion 
in these days of bastard whiggery and covert 
republicanise, is as sound British consti- 
tutionality aa when George the Thini was 
King. The only difference is the degeneracy 
of public sentiment and political trathful 
nese. Shams have supplanted realities ; and 
‘we are lens in earnest than were the men of 
half s century back. Lont Palmerston, 
dexterous trimmer throughout a long political 
‘career, which was only a succeda when pub 
lic morality had become marketable and con- 
matency & reproach, led the van of the great 
political shams of these latter days, Lesser 
Tuminaries reflected the doubtful light which 
reached them, and even at three thousand 
miles from aah the democratic 
effalgence of Badicowhiggery finds preudo- 
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merce was standing toust asl every festive 
boant in Britain, it wae to Tories that the 
people of England looked for the protection 
‘of theie libertieg aud the development of the 
nation’s great resources. And were they 
mistaken? Let Mr. Gladstone, the: aecom- 
plished and talented Tory renegade, ans 
“Lat it be remembered,” says the Chancellor 
of the Exchequdr, “that we are living in a 
commercial era, the prompects ot which it ia 
‘almoat imposible to appreciate, from their 
magnitude. Every five years the rate of im 
crease is contigually shifting, and always 
shitting upwanta, The liberation of industry, 
the progress of jnvention, the sendy invest 
sation of science, the improvement of social 
luabite, are all eumbined together W induce

We are not prophets here; bat it is our duty, 
lwlthvagh we must refrain from dogmatizing, 
to estimate probabilities as well as we can, 
‘aod, like wise meo, permit ourselves to be 
suided by the balance of protability. During 
the next twenty or thirty years, then, or per 
haps more, for I cannot pretend to name « 
Aime, we are to look for w still further devel- 
opment and extension of the commerce of 
this country, which is now in the aggregate, 
Lapprebend, at least threefold what it was 
five and twenty years ago. Well, the popu- 
lation has been increasing at a lese rate than 
five and twenty per cent, while our commerce 
has been multiplied three times; and this, 
wo must fairly presume, will goon.” * 
There can be no doubt of all that Mr. 
Gladstone bas stated in thie paragraph. ‘The 
commerce of England was considered in the 
days of his childbood “a wonderful thing 
albeit it was thea, as he says, but ‘an im 
fant.” But who rocked “the cradle of the 
‘infant Hercules? Not the Chartiats, not the 
Lusddites, not the Radicc-Whigs, the Burdetta, 
the Broughams, the Hobhousea aod the 
Humes, These latter were the great fault- 
finders, the men who would have poisoned 
the young giant with food that ita immature 
powers were unable todigest. The real nurs: 
ingmothers of England's present gigantic 
commerce, upon which Mr. Gladstone has 
been so eloquenily jubilant, were the tory 
Protectibists whose archetypes are to be 
found in the Pitts, the Percival, the Can- 
tings, the Castleraghs and others of the 
school of true British patriotinm. ‘The early 
‘years of the present century was the infangy ef 
our Hercules, and at that period was he nur. 
tered into giant proportions by a far different 
dietary than that which is so belauded to- 
day. Does any sane man suppone that 
Manchester o Sheffield would be what shey 
are if free competition in their own markets 
thad been obtained © hundred or even Me 
years agot Why, what is the banden of 
speech from which we take the above ex: 
tract? What else but s confession that the 
cconomats have been running @ muck with 
the native industry and the material resour, 
conf the country. And the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer tells the House plainly thal) 
itis time to look about ws and so open our 
eyes to the probable revulte of the com 
mercial prodigality into which theorists 
have plunged the nation. Mr. Gladstone io- 
vokes scientific authority to show that there 
sare good grounds for apprehension—that the 
hotbed process of the doctrinaires—of the 
Cobdens, the Brights sod Staart Mille—ie 
rapidly exhaustive ; that its too higly stimu- 
lating for the materials, large as the stores 
‘may be, upon which its consumptive powers 
are exercised. “Suppose,” ays the Chan- 
cellor “that preeminence in the cheap pro- 
“duction of coal should be carried away from 
“ wsacrona the Atlantio—what will happen ?" 
And the picture he deaws in his reply isnot 
likely to be lost apon the landed is of 
England nor will it fail to arouse the thoaght 
of every business man who has a care tor the 
prosperity of the country beyond his own day. 
“<T think it is clear,” remarks Mr. Gladstone, 
“chat at whatever time—whether ity or one 
“hundred, or any other number of years 
hence—we may cease to be able to raise

“tries, our relative position towanis other 
nations must be lost.” This isa startling 
‘imission from so high an authority, and is 
‘as directa condemnation of the free-trader's 
poliey as could well be uttered. “It demon. 
strates beyood all question that reckless ex- 
portation of coal m rapidly exhausting 
the stock, and that withia a very short 
period, comparatively, Great Britain 
| will be deprited of the chief element of her 
com supremacy. Amongst the state 
ments adduced was that of Mr. Hulme, who 
‘estimates the quantity of coal in the United 
Kinglom within four thousand feet of the eur- 
face, at 89,000,000 tons.

THE QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY. 


‘The 47th anniversary of Her Majesty's bieth- 
day was celebrated in this city in a highly 
creditable and successful manner ; we say s0c~

Many years have now passed since 
our beloved Queen gave her decision, settling

Since the iswue of that fiat, it is 
hardly necessary for us to enter into 


a detail of all the trials and yexations, the 
bbafle and rebuffs, the writhing sarcasm and op- 
probium that has been levelled at our fair city, 
‘and through all of which, with a steady, solid 
tramp, her course has been onward and upward. 
‘The day on which every citizen could, in the 
fullest sense of the word, realize the fact that 
Ottawa was the capital of Canada ; that hens

would tend to the future greatness and pro 
perity of this, the land of our adoption or nati- 
vity ; then, we say again, was there not cause 
creat rejalcing ? after having pasted through 
the fery ordeal, and on this suspicious event, 
getting, as it were, extra jubilant over the rea- 
lization of our heart's dearest aspirations, the 
dawn of our Queen's birthday.
